many only about the equivalent of 
three and a quarter million dollars 
In cash reparations. 


The Germans, in addition,, delivered 


111 million dollars worth of manu- 
factured goods and other commodi- 
ties on reparations account. 


These two Items do, not include 


whatever France and Belgium were 
able to make In the way of profits 
out of their occupation of the Ruhr. 


~- By the time the expenses of the ar- 


mies of occupation were paid, not 
much was left In the way of net In- 
demnity. 


Up to the beginning of 1924, Ger- 


many had paid a total of only a lit- 
tle more than two million dollars, the 
Reparations Commission claims. 


A third of this amount was in the 


form of deliveries of ships, war ma- 
terials, cables and territory including 
the Saar miles. 


Apparently Alsace-Lorraine is not 


included under surrendered territory. 
Nor the German colonies. These are 
worth 
billions. 
Even 
considering 


these figures with an eye for propa- 
ganda, It is evident that Germany 
has not paid a cent more than she 
had to. For that matter, she never 
will. 


At the peace conference, Europear 


diplomats began talking about repa- 
rations of from 36 to 180 billion dol- 
lars. Some of the American financial 
experts who were present said: "Ger- 
many will pay five billion dollars cash 
surely, six billions possibly, but not 
more than seven." 


What Germany should pay and 


what she will pay, are separate and 
distinct matters. 


All the gold that's left in Germany 


would not be a drop in the bucket 
compared with what the allies want, 
France in particular. 
How, then, 


will Germany pay? Her imports still 
are exceeding exports—unless she's 
juggling her figures, which is more 
than likely. The leading nations want 
Germany to sell goods abroad, build 
up favorable trade balances and turr 
the money over to the war winners. 
Then 
the 
same 
nations 
surround 


themselves with high tariffs and ev- 
ery other conceivable fence to keep 
out German goods. They favor sell- 
ing—but to some one else. 


Skeptics, have a glimmering suspic- 


ion that reparations payments will 
depend mainly on the length of time 
required until 
Germany 
will 
feel 


strong enough to point to her new- 
crop of cannon fodder nad announce 
that she Is through paying.

Boy*' Mental Health. 


When considering the problems of 


of the boy's health, it Is well to think 
of his mental health. 
While mental 


111 health ha»a but very little to do 
u-lth death rates. It has a great deal 
to do with the ability to make a liv- 
ing, to get on with people, to fit Into 
society and to be happy and content- 
ed. It is in youth that dementia pre- 
cox is most frequently noted. Even 
when the diagnosis is not officially 
made until later life, the parents can 
generally remember that the mental 
vagaries began to be plainly noticeable 
about the time of pubescence. 
Some young children are fouund to 


be finicky "and peculiar, but the real 
test does not come until the child gets 
old enough to play group games. At 
that age. some finicky, pecular child- 
ren become normal. For them, group 
plav was a cure. Ol the other hand, 
some children thought to be normal. 
at that time are recognized as abnor- 
mal. Since behavior is largely reac- 
cion to the group, abnormalities of 
oehavior manifest themselves when 
the -child grows into the association 
age. 


Miss Jarrett of the United States 


public health service ha» recently rel 
ported on a study of 240 Boston boys 
3f foreign parentage. 
Of the group. 


71 had behavior difficulties. 
While 


the children of the foreign born had 
some troubles that arise from the fact 
that their parents do not speak Eng- 
ish nor know American foocs and 
\merican habits and customs. Miss 
Jarrett dbes not think such difficul- 
ties are of great consequence. 
She 


savs- "The belief that the complexity 
and unfamiliarityq of American cus- 
toms and institutions often causes im- 
migrants to become mentally unbal- 
anced or harassed to the point of com- 
mitting anti-social acts is noh founded 
on facts.'' 
However, she does not think study 


of the cause of behavior problems in 
the children of the foreign born goes 
deeply enough into the family history. 
Unstable family life and mental and 
physical disorders were the chief fac- 
tors in causing the behavior difficul- 
ties of these boys. Many of them had 
some form of mental disorder. 
Many 


were without proper training and es- 
pecially without emotional training. 
o 


A considerable part had physical 


disorders which made it difficult for 
them to fit in. And then there were 
a large number who got into trouble 
because their home influence* were 
not good or sufficient. 
, 
The ill effects of bad mental habits 
are not limited to bringing boys under 
observation for behavior difficulties. 
It 
includes Incapacity duer to day 
dreaming, emotionalism, lack of com- 
mon sense, anxiety, fear, and worry.
